Security Council discusses 
steps to halt Beirut fighting 


UNITED NATIONS. Oct. 

6 (Agencies) — The United 
Nations Security Council Fri- 
day night met to consi- 
der proposals for ending 
the heaviest bloodshed in Le- 
banon since the 1975 civil war. 

' ' A U.N. spokes man said the 
debate began Friday night and' 
members .were holding 
further private consultations^ 
on a draft resolution 

The U.N. action followed 
closely an annoimcement by 
the U.S. State Department- in . 
Washington that Presidwt 
Carter had personally contao- 
ted Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev and otter world 
leaden urging them to back 
international efforts to stop ' 

tbe fighting. j v. t

Carter included French Pru- 
dent Valery Giscard (TEstaing 
and Syrian President Hafez 
Assad.

The State Department sptric- 
esman said the United States 
believed that the international 
community should mobilize 
maximum pressure to bring 
about a ceasefire and nudge

'tuation,** he said in response 
to questions at the Depart- 
ment briefing. . . We do not 
foresee the use of American 
military personneL”

Oleg Troyanovsky said Fri- 
day he supported the idea of 
an immediate ceasefire in Le- 
banon. The Soviet Union .$ 
viewed as the key to success- 
ful Security Council action 
rince it could use its veto to 
block any resolution unaccept- 
able to the Syrians. 

Earlier, a U.N. spokesman 
in Geneva said Prince Sadrud- 
din A^a Khan, the United 
Nations special emissary to 
Lebanon, would fly to the 
Middle East Saturday to try

cious conflict. 

On Friday night Egypt call- 
ed on Israel to stop j(s sup- 
port of Lebanese right-wing 
Forces and urged Syria to 
withdraw its troops from Le 
banon to pave the way for re- 
conciliation inside the embatt- 
led country. 

The Egyptian stand was an- 
nounced by government spok- 
esman Saad Zaghlul Nassar in 
4 statement broadcast by the 
state-controlled Cairo 'Televi- 
sion.

BEIRUT, Oct. 6 (Agencies) 
— A savage battle between 
Syrian troops and right-wing 
militias in east Beirut spread 
to the western side of the capi- 
,uiJ Friday wfam the American 
Embassy and a Palestinian area 
came under mortar fire. 

The American Embassy spo- 
; ke$man said 12 people, incKid- 
ing a U.S. Marine sergeant, 
were wounded when a 120- 
miliimeter mortar tore into the 
embassy's front lawn and spray- 
ed the building with shrapnel. 
Tbe other 'disualties were Leba- 
nese employees and local peo- 
ple queuing for .visas to enter 
the United States, 

Another shell landed harm- 
less ^ tbe sea facing the em- 
"txiLSsy 'and a third exploded 
about 50 meters away, causing 
slight damage to the nearby 
East Gennan Embassy. 

Shortly afterwards, eyewit- 
nesses said three mortars land- 
ed near a Palestinian refugee 
camp beside the main road 
leadrog to the airport but there 
was no immediate word on 
casualties or damage.

Tbe attacks occurred as the 
righi-wing PhaJangist radio said 
more than 800 people had been 
killed and 3,(XjO wounded in 
the week-long fighting with 
tanks, field guns and rocket 
batteries, 

Tbe radio broadcast an ap- 
peal from the besieged sailitias 
for an immediate U.N. Secu- 
rity Council meeting to end the 
battle, saying: “Delays are now 
count^ in minutes.” 

West Beirut was already in a 
state of extreme tension follow- 
ing a 90-minute attack by three 
Israeli warships Thursday night 

Israel said the target was a 
commando base on the city’s

As beavUy armed comman- 
dos and Lebanese leftists man- 
ned checkpoints and roof peti- 
tions in tbe area, the mainly 
Syrian Arab Deterrent Force 
(ADF) reported it had beaten 
back a tank assault on two 
strat^c bridges on the east 
side. 

The force said in a cqmrou- 
nique it had destroyed ' two 
Su^r Sherman tanks in the 
action Thursday . ui^ and 
forced a tiiird to withdraw 
under heavy fir^ 

Militias attacking from the 
northern coastal roads and the 
mountains have been trying des- 
perately to seize the. bridges, 
iiriiich are on the mam supply 
route to rightist forces cut oft 
lu the city. 

■Both sides also reported 
fierce artillery duels around mi- 
litia strongpoints on high 
ground to the north and east 
of Beirut, covered by dense 
smoke from a burning oil 
depot. 

As international efforts to 
stop the prolong bloodshed 
intensified. Prime Minister 
SaUm Hoss criticiz^ some for- 
eign proposals as unrealistic. 

In a statement broadcast ity 
the state radio. Dr. Hoss said- 
there could be no solution ex- 
cept one based on the will of 
the Lebanese people. 

He said that while he ap- 
preciated international efforts 
to resolve tbe crisis, some of 
tte reported, suggestions ap- 


peared to be unrealistic becaute 
they were not based on facts. 

A more favorable reaction 
came from right-wing leader 
Pierre Cemayel. whose Phalan- 
gist Parly nuJitia is ibe biggest 
of the rightist groups battling 
the Syrians. He said: “We are 
following with optimism the 
international moves and atti- 
tudes to end the tragedy." 

Col. Sami Khatib. comman- 
der of tbe 30,000-strong deter- 
rent force, ruled out tbe possi- 
bility of a truce when he told 
reporters: truce is between 

states and fitting armies. We 
are neither states nor fighting 
armies.'’ 

Khatib blamed the miUtias 
for starting the battle. Asked if 
ttebs W3S any way to end it, 
ifO . “Let ibe militias slop, 
and' the fighting will stop im- 
mediately." 

As darkness fell, the entire 
cky was again plunged into 
darkness by a power cut caus- 
ed by tbe destruction of main 
electricitY cables.

FBI arrests 3, charges nuclear sub hijack plot

ST. LOUIS, Oct. 6 (R) — 
Three young Americans have 
'been arrested on charges of 
plotting to steal a nuclear sub- 
marine, sdl it ,in mid-Atlantic 
and possibly destroy an eas- 
tern U.S. city with a nuclear 


i'l'Jj!' weapon to cover the theft, 
says the FBI. 

The plot to commander the 
-j'- U.S.S. Trepang from k& base 
at New London. Connecticut, 
was allegedly uncovered dur- 
ing a two-month investigation. 
The three men were arrested 
in two cities Wednesday. 

• “At this pennt we have no 

indication if there was a for- 
eign power or any kind of 
subversive group involved in 


the plot,” said the FBL The 
prospective purchaser was not 
identified. 

In Washington, the Defen- 
se Department said that for 
all practical purposes it was 
impossible for the submarine 
to have been seized, 

'Edward Mendenhall, 24, an 
insurance company employee 
was arrested in a Sl Louis 
hotel without a struggle after 
he showed the plans to an 
undercover FBI agent ^om 
he was allegedly trying to rec- 
ruit for the plot The arrest of 
carpet deaner Kurtis Schmidt, 
22, followed. Neither man. was 
armed. 


A third, James Cosgrove, 
26, was picked in Geneva, 
New York. 

The trio planned to recru't 
and train a 12-member squad 
to board a submarine tender 
alongside the Trepang, sink 
the Jender with explosives and, 
in the subsequent confusion, 
kin the estimated 107 mem- 
bers of the submarine's crew. 

Then they would sail the 
Trepang out of New London 
harbor, according to file alle- 
ged plaiL 

The plan also was said to 
indicate that a nuclear-armed 
torpedo would be launched 
against New London, some 


100 miles northeast of New 
York City, or some other ma- 
jor east coast city. 

The arrested men believed 
the sinking of the tender would 
block any pursuing vessel Jn 
the harbor. 

Conviction on charges of 
unlawfully conspiring and 
agreeing to steal a submarine 
could bring each of the men a 
maxiffluro of 10 years in pri- 
son or a $10,000 fine, or both. 

The Defense Department, 
in its comment on the case, 
said 100 highly-trained men 
were needed to operate the 
submarine and it was unlikely 
that the plotters had brerfeen 
the secrets of its security. 


The ABC News-Harris poll 
of 1.191 voters in 104 Con- 
gressional districts showed the 
Democrats with a 49-4U per 
cent lead.

There was no immediate 
comment from Rhodesia or 
Mozambique.

Africa, then by Rhodesian rail- 
ways through eastern Botswana 
lo Bulawayo in Rhodesia and 
on to Zambia across the Zam- 
bezi River at the Victoria Falls 
bridge. 

The trains will then return 
to Mozambique with Zambian

Dagmar Kahlig-Scheffler, 
31, collapsed in court Thurs- 
day and was allowed to re- 
main seated to hear the judge 
sentence her to three years* 
jail. 

The blonde defendant, who 
worked ' in the chancellor’s 
office, was said to have be- 
come a spy after falling in 
love with an East Gennan 
agent. She passed secret docu- 
ments to him for 18 months 


before her arrest in May, 1977. 

The judge Herbert Schi- 
mansky criticized government 
security and said secrets be- 
trayed by Kahlig Scfaeffler 
included records of talks 
between Carter and Schmidt. 

An East German couple 
were convicted of controlling 
her spying activities. The hus- 
band was jailed for three

A LITTLE SENSE 


As the fighting in Lebanon reaches calamitous propor- 
tions, international efforts are imderway to stop the fitting 
from spilling over and involving other countries like Israel 
and Syria. President Jimmy Carter is determined that the Le- 
banese situation will not damage the Camp David agreements 
between Egypt and Israel. The Israelis have been quick to 
assure him that their strike the night b^ore has been directed 
against a Fateh naval base to thwart a planned operation 
against targets in braeL 

The Isra^ role muse have changed a great deal after 
Camp David. If the summit had failed Israel would have been 
under no ^eat pressure to keep out of the Lebanese war. 
Now that the conference has ended in an agreement with 
EgyqH. Israel must be keen not to rock, the boat before the 
official signing of the peace treaty. The right-wing nulitias 
have gambled heavily on Israeli support. The extent and fbnn 
of that support has always been debatable, but now it seems 
certain that it will have to be restricted to a very modest 
level. Even vocal support is more muted. 

But the Carter administration, vrith so much at stake in 
the area cannot leave the future of peace and war at tihe 

mercy of developments in Lebanon, It is cooperating with 
France in finding an end to the crisis. France is ihe natural 
choice of all Lebanese factions for help In settUng the local 
war but the first French effon has been disai^iating and 
may have already been abandoned. A ceasefire without ja:e- 
conditioQs would h«dp the m/litias and hurt the image attd 
power of the Syrians, and the Lebanese army force which is 
supposed to stand bdcween the two sides does not exist. The 
French will have to try better K they are really keen to help. 

But whatever is proposed, the ceasefire must come firet 
if only to save 'the hundreds of innocent lives that are being 
lost every day. As &r as the Syrians are ccmceraed there can 
be DO agreement on a ceasefire until the righUst militias accept 
their role fiiroughout the country. The fighting in the last few 
days must have cost all sides, without exception, dearly and 
if the deterrent force today accepts a ceasefire Ae losses of 
the fighting will have been made to no useful purpose. 

Ac the same drae, the role of the militias must be se- 
■ parated from the Maronite community i^ch suK>orts them. 
The Maronites need air-ti^t guarantees that the deterrent 
force is not out 'to crush them and that the Syrian preset in 
the country is only temporary. If the militias are checked and 
international and Arab guarantees to the future are made si- 
multaneously. a situation may develop where even' faction is 
given partial satisfaction. It will be suicidal for any party to 
assume ffiat jt can still get everything. The country has steer- 
ed and all people in it must suffer mth it: They xmisc all be 
blamed for the current tra^^. 

The elimination of the militias as a military force Mill be 
offset by the guarantees and the power of the presidency will 
be built almost as the other changes are taking place to be 
able to steer the country to safety. This power must be co- 
ordinated with tfie tfainaiog out of the deterrent force in Le- 
banon so that every Arab soldier leaving tiie country is 
replaced by a Lebanese sddier assuming his duties. But all 
this presupposes a minimum of sense among the fighting par- 
ties and this is something that has been totally missing in 
Le4>anon for three year:

Now 
we hear of a capitulationist front, a rcjectionist front, a mode- 
rate front and a front of onlookers. The October spirit is 
merely a fond memory. , . 

But perhaps not all is lost, "Hie propoMl for a 
summit conference is a silver lining in an otherwise ovenast 
sky and may. if held, provide the elusive common stand that 
the Arabs are after. There are still i-wo months to go betOTe 
Egypt signs a peace treaty with Israel. So a summit confer- 
ence attended by all Arab states or most of them including 
Egypt, Syria and thc PLO may emerge with a miracle cine 
for Arab ailmems, close iheir ranks and agpin present the 
common enemy with a fortified front. 

It ^ould be made quite dear that neither the propewd 
peace treaty between Egypt and Israel nor 
latlon of Egypt will benefit the Arab cause. Indeed, any such 
action will do us immense hann.

Multinationals declaim Europe

The ^tter that once made 
Europe a gilt-edged attraction 
for America's foreign inves- 
tors has become severely tar- 
nished — and not just be- 
cause of the old continent's 
faltering economy. 

Progressive laws in areas 
such as labor protection and 
corporate disclosure in the 
nine-nation European Econo- 
mic Community are making 
profitable survival difficult, 
according to many U-S,-hased 
multinational corporations 
operating in the Common 
Market. 

“The changes,” says Carl 
Nisser, a senior exeentive in 
Goodyear’s European opera- 
tions, “are contributing to a 


mental pollution dangerous to 
private enterprise.” 


"PCX' many firms in the 
EEC. labor has become a fix- 
ed cost — _you can take peo- 
ple on, but you can't lay them 
off,” says Nisser, referring to 
increasingly -restrictive labor 
laws in the Common Market 


but it costs the firm a lot of 
money. 

But for American co^a- 
nies this sort of labor-orient- 
ed eovironment is dif^cult to 
accommodate. “There is no 
flexibility in the European 
labor market — no mobility,” 
says the Goodyear executive. 


These include an EEC rule on 
mass dismissats, which comes 
into force at year-end. impos- 
ing lengthy consultation pro- 
cedures on an employer need- 
ing to cut back staff. 


This EEC rule, said an 
American executive, has har- 
monized the individual laws 
of European nations upwards, 
giving more security to wor- 
kers if they are laid off

“You coUld say it is just 
like a permanent circus tent," 
said Wolfgang Henning, a part- 
ner. in Guibrud's Smctgan lirm, 
“but that might not mean as 
much tu your readers. The 
idea is derived from the Be- 
douin tent. The higher wall 
(30 meters highj faces the north- 
west. where the prevailing' 
winds come from, it has natu- 
ral airconditioning, just as 
the Bedouin tents do.” 

Tbe sports complex is design- 
ed to accommodate mechani- 
cal as well as natural air con- 
diUomng. but the parallel with 
Bedouin tents points up Otto's 
anmity Lor Arab arcliitecture. 
It was an attraction gamed 
from theoretical approaches 
rather than conscious imitation.. 
It is a scientist's compliment 
to Arabian architecture that 
has earned Frei Otto the ap- 
preciation of Saudi Arabia. 

“Arab architects have bad a 
historic concern for lightweight 
materials,’' Otto explained. And 
the- two principal motifs of 
Arab arcbitecture — the tent 
and the vaulted arch — make 
ihe “best of both compression 
and tensile'' stresses in light- 
weight buildings, 

Otto’s work is so complex 
that two-dimensional drawings 
cannot reflect the true geomet- 
ry. He has computers make 
lus drawings. To find the ab- 
solute minimiims with his ma- 
terials, he uses such things as . 
soap film that find the broadest ' 
span for his membranes. Wind 
tunnels and automated scaffold- 
ing capable of trading topogra. 
phic maps of his models are 
tools ot his scientific approach 
to architecture that belie the 
sculptor's heritage gained from 
his father and grandfather. 

“Our work is the newest, but 
in the oldest tradidoDS,” be 
said. “This was tbe real rea- 
son why we came here. We 
were not pushing to come into 
this country. We were invited 
(in 1966} to participate in the 
competition for the Riyadh 
Conference Center”. 

The competition went to 
a nother group and eymtually 
the conference center took 
shape along with the Riyadh 
lutercODtinental Hotel as a 
modem descendant of tlu large 
mad palaces of- tbe Nejd. But 
Otto’s model — with its huge 
.suspended roof resembling a 
tent — found a particularly 
aumidous admirer. 

Otto met King FaisaJ. The 
two men discussed architecture 
and tbe model submitted for 
Riyadh. 

“King Faisal said, ‘Why 
donY you build it in Mecca?* ” 
Otto recalled. “1 don’t know 
but be had the feeling that 
maybe we could build better 
Arabian structures.** 

'The buildings were the de- 
sign of Rolf Gutbrod, but the 
roofs — ' suspoisi<»i spans 
covering the conference center 
and the mosque that “give these 
buildings the appearance or 
tents,” accord- 
ing to one architecture joum^ 
— were Otto’s design. Mecca’s 
tradition being what it is, with 
thousands of tents lining the 
valley every years during Hajj. 
it is hard to think of a more 
appropriate setting for Otto’s 
work. • 

Otto gives credit for the 
Mecca conlerence center to 
Uutorod, his longtime associate. 
“He is the real figure ot un- 
derstanding of Arabian archi- 
tecture,” Otto said. 

The Mecca center was finish- 
, ed in 1972, the same year as 
I Frei Otto's 'major trauma of 
' iiie — the Munidi Olympiad. 

I In 1967, Otto and Gutbrod 
extended the range ot archi- 
tecture with a stunning, caver- 
nous paviliion for Getmany at 
the World &tposition in Mon- 
treal. The tent-like roof soars 
to eight masts and sweeps 
down in three eye-loop funnels. 
M^e of a gigantic web of 
steel cable covered in translu- 
cent synthetic fabric, the build- 
,ing extend^ Otto’s fame 
around tbe ' world as a master 
of roofs, ' 

Imitation may be tbe scinco- 
rest form of flattery, but in 
Otto’s case it caused thousands 
of anguished hours of design 
and controversy. 

After winning tbe Olympic 
stadium competition with ^ a 
design that owed its inspiration 
to Otto, the architects turned 
to him to help make- it work. 
Otto designed roofs for ^ sta- 
dium, athletic and swimming 
arenas and niain entrance — 
nmft in all — that extend over 
the entire Olympic complex. In 
turn, his conc^t was violated 
by an insistence that the cable 
nets be hung with rigid panes 
of acrylics. 

The Munich Olympiad leaves 
no one neutral, more than 
a few critics attacked it as a 
darit vision of a technological 
future. 

Stilt the roofs are fascmat- 
ing, and the engmeering in- 
voived is extraordinary. As 
with the Montreal paviliion, 
the Olympiad is followed throu-

Tibet in exile looks 
for a change in China

- Recognizing that the youn- 
ger exiles include some who 
advocate the violent approach 
taken by other stateless groups 
such os Palestinians and Molu- 
ccans. the Dalai Lama showed 
pride in their patriotism. But 
he added. *‘i tell them to be 
patient and realistic. Tibet can- 
not be compared to Palestine." 

”His holiness.” as the be- 
spectacled leader is known to 
tbe approximately 100.000 of 
his devoted followers in India 
and neighboring countries, 
Eurofte. Australia and North 
America, anwered questions in 
a baritone voice, (fashing an 
engaging smile. He wore the 
maroon robe of a Buddhist 
abbot, open sandals and saff- 
ron-colored socks. 

Prisraier in a palace 

Chinese forces started mov- 
ing into Tibet in 1949. Under a 
1951 agreement wiHi the Chi- 
nese. the Dalai Lama, then 
only 16. was left on bis throne 
as the spiritual and temporal 
ruler of an autonomous re- 
gion. 

He became a virtual priso- 
ner in his palace at Lhasa, the 
1 4.000- fool-high capital of 
Tibet, as Chinese cadres pour- 
ed in and began transforming 
the feudal Buddhist society 
along Socialist and secular 
lines. 

The conflict culminated in 
Tibetan revolt, starting in 1956. 
crushed by Chinese troops, and 
the Bight of the Dalai Lama 
and his closest followers to 
India in a historic IS-dav trek. 


through the Himalayas in 
March. 1959. 

The exiled leader said his 
quarrel with Peking today is 
not over Communist ideology 
as such but over preserving the 
existence of the cultural and 
national identity of the Tibetans' 
who, he said, are "geographi- 
cally. racially and culturally 
different from China.” 

"If those six million Tibetans 
are really happy and contend- 
ed, we would be prepared to 
return and accept whatever sta- 
tus Che majority of them are 
said of his standing proposal 
prepared to grant us,” he has 
said of his standing proposal 
for an internationally-supervis- 
ed plebiscite in Tibet. 

The Dalai Lama said he 
does not regret fleeing into 
exile. "During tbe 1960s, there 
was the (Chinese I Cultural Re- 
volution — all those up and 
down things happened. Now 
everybody is convinced that the 
action taken in March, 1959, 
was right.” 

Tibet in esQe 

A substantial part of the gold 
and valuables in the Tibetan 
treasury was brought to India 
with the Dalai Lama and con- 
vened into a trust fund at 
Calcutta. Today it supports the 
unrecognized Tibetan exile 
government at Dharamsala and 
welfare, educational and pro- 
paganda activities in behalf of 
the Tibetan refugees and their 
national identity. 

Working adults among tbe 
60,000 exDes living in India 
contribute modest sums as low 
as two rupees 06 U.S. cents) 
a month to the fund. The trust 
operates schools for 9,000 Tibe- 
tan children, handicraft indus- 
tries and training in the foot- 
hill communities favored by 
Tibetans. It also maintains a 
museum and archives at Dha- 
ramsala containing 500-year-old 
scrc41s and artifacts from the 
homeland, 

•Indian citizenship is avail- 
able to the Tibetans bom here 
but most uphold their national 
identity by opting to be state- 
less. Their oriental features -and 
fair complexions are easily 
spotted in crowds of generally 
darker Indians. 

Unlike tbe typical leader of 
a national liberation movement, 
the Dalai Lama conceded that 
bis homeland has realized some 
bendSt from its current rulers. 

"The Chinese have reported' 
some very interesting archeo- 
logical findings: something we 
never did,” he said. "From the 
Tibetan viewpoint it is very 


interesting, though unfortunate, 
that some foreigners are explor- 
ing our soil.” 

"Even without the Chinese, 
we would have had to change 
our country, to catch up to 
date, to modernize. 

"If the Tibetans had had to 
do it alone, there would have 
been many obstacles. All this 
difficulty was overcome by the 
Chinese. That was very good. 
I think,” he said, adding, "Of 
course, the price was too high.” 
Genocide 

This price, he said, includes 
the lives of 200,000 Tibetans 
whom the Chinese have admit- 
ted were killed by military ac- 
tion between 1955 and 1963, 
plus "no doubt, a lar^ Dum- 
ber by torture, starvation, pri- 
son and labor camps.” 

In the early days' of occupa- 
tion, he said, the Chinese were 
lenient toward Tibetan youth 
and dealt harshly with the 
older generation. Today, the 
policy has been reversed, in- 
dicating that the youth have 
not been won over, he added. 

The Dalai Lama said be 
spends much of his time sift- 
ing information received from 
tbe handful of refugees who 
come out of Tibet each year 
and from Nepalese and other 
travellers. He is also an avid 
radio listener, he said, tuning 
in everything from Voice of 
America and Radio Moscow to 
Lhasa. 

"We don’t rely on one or two 
sources but on as many as 
possible, b^use we have to 
act according to the wishes 
of the majority of our people,” 
he said. Ail this evidence shows 
that "the majority are not sa- 
tisfied with Chinese occupation, 
pa^ularly the younger gene- 
ration,” he continued. 

"In one village — I can’t 
remember the name — of 
4,000 people, the real number 
of Chinese sympathizers is only 
10 to IS of those 4,000. This 
information is from people 
who came from that village. 
There might be small differen- 
ces but by and large slznSar 
attitudes exist la most areas. 

"This doesn’t necessarily 
mean they axe against Com- 
mtinism — iJiere have been 
libetan Communists since tbe 
1930s — but that they are 
stiicUy Tibetan and will never 
accept Chinese domination." 

Qniet hopes 

Tbe Dalai Lama based his 
hope for eventual softening of 
China’s policy toward Tibet 
partly on the changes he said 
had taken place in Soviet Com- 
munism. 

”Ai least with the Russians 
you can hear about dissidents,” 
be said. “In China, with 800- 
900 million people you don’t 
hear about a single dissident 
— only the top Imderstup — , 
but no doubt they exist.... 
Russia has become more ma- 
ture, more realistic,” he said. 

The Dalai Lama laughed but 
did not comment on the s^- 
gestion that Moscow, which 
has raised tbe issue of Chinese 
treatment of minorities, has 
become his ally. To the idea 
that Tibetan di^idents in China 
need a spokesman on the order 
of Soviet defector Alexander 
Solzhentsyn, the Dalai Lama 
retorted, “Solzeoitsyn is from 
Russia. 1 am not from Rus- 
sia.” 

llie Dalai Lama’s own state- 
ments against China are much 
softer than those of his prin- 
cii^ aides and the printed ma- 
terial turned out by his follow- 
ers in India, NepaL 
Europe and New York, ne 
latter blast Peking as a viola- 
tor of human rights and cri-— 
ticize a current tendency of the 
•United States and other Wes- 
tern countries to soft-pedal the 
subject. They call attenttion to 
three almost-forgotten U.N. re- 
solutions upholding Tibetan 
rigto and to the 1959 report 
of the International Commis- 
aon of Jurists accusing China 
of genocide in Tibet, 

Explaining his own seeming 
reticence, the D^ai Lama said, 
*To some extent, I am sup- 
posed to be quiet. We do not 
want to cause unnecessary em- 
barrassmeot to the government 
of India. A large number of 
Tibetan refugees are staying 
here very happily.” 

There has beu some specu- 
lation that the Dalai ILama’s 
position will become delicate 
later this year when India tries 
to improve relations with Pek- 
ing. But an official source said 
tbe government feels that the 
Dalai Lama has conducted 
himself as a model refugee and 
has not abused Indian hospi- 
tality by engaging in politics.— 
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Son latficec in Mecca

Using such historic antecedents 
as the tent and die 

suspeusion bridge, Otto b^an 
derigning suspended roofs ebat 
covered ever-larger ^os. One 
.of his latest designs — tbe 
government cento in Riyadh, 
mduffing a hail for the coun- 
cii of minfitteis, the King’s 
chamber and the ninjlis hnll 
brings the vauk fuU circle. Ot- 
to took lus bBnffng nete and 
webs and turned them upside 
down. 

'^ven our modern vaults in 
Riyadh (for the government 
center) now look Arabian, al- 
though that was not necessa- 
rily ^ imteot,” Otto said. "We 
haven’t created a new inven- 
tion. With modem means and 
caksdaition we axe doing SJIOO- 
yeartold forms.” 

While mopumeotal buildings 
are not his design preference, 
Otto is increasingly caUed on 
to create large structures em- 
ploying bis tedmiques. Such 
is the case with the Riyadh 
govanment center and the 
uoivefsity «poits complex. 




He thinks there is both pla- 
ce and precedent for monu- 
ments and vanisbiiig tents in 
&uidi Arabia. The palaice, he 
said, "k a buildiag that de- 
picts the dreams of the com- 
mon man. lu the West, democ- 
racy has removed palaces, ;and 
with them the the 

oommon man’ls dneams and 
aspitationa.” 

As for tents, Otto says se- 
veral Saudi friends have app- 
roached hhn to design, a home 
that would be as mobile as 
the Bedouin t«it yet as com- 
fortaWe as any man’s dreams.

China plans to obtain 100 mil' 
lion tons of undersea oil an- 
nually by exploiting deposits 
totaling 10 billion tons in the 
next 10 years of undersea oil 
development, a Japanese news 
report said Thursday, 

Under immediate plans, 
Kyodo News Service said, 
China intends to develop under- 
sea oil resources in the Pohai 
Gulf and the Chu Chiang 
River Delta jointly with Japan, 
the United States and Western 
Europe. 


In the Pohai Gulf project, 
the report said China*' sets the 
output goal for 1985 at 30 
ffliluon tons per year with ' an 
estimated investment of SIO 
billioo' in the next five yean. 

Chinese officials have already 
told Japanese government offi' 
dais and industrialists, Kyodo 
said, that China plans to ex- 
port 15 million tons of oil to 
Japan in 1982, 30 million tons 
in 1985, 50 million tons in 
1990 and 100 million tons in 
1995.

They left for their contro* 
veisial week-long visk aboard 
an Air Rhodesia fli^ to Jo- 
barmesburg, where th^ boar- 
ded a connecting South Afri- 
can Airways Qight for New 
York. 

**We have done all that the 
Americans ever asked us to 
do," Smith said before boar- 
ding hb pbne. "AU we are go- 
ing to do is to say we have 
done H and what more do you 
want?’* 

The white leader and the 
foimer guerrilla chief have 
been itrvited to the United 
States by 27 conservative US. 
senators. The vist was sironi^ 
ly oppmed by African lea- 
dexs who saw it as a violation 
of nnedoas.

Schmidt’s future hangs by Hesse thread 


FRANKFURT Ua. 6 |R>— 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
and his ruling coalition face a 
a key electoral test on Sunday 
which will affect ihe govern- 
ment's ability to say in power. 

Voters in the state of Hesse 
will ekci a new parliament 
but the result will have an im- 
pact far beyond the state's 
boundaries. 

If the ruling coalition of So- 
cial Z^mocrats and Liberals 
fails lo hold its majority in 
the Hesse parliament, 
S^unidt's central government 
in Bonn would be paralj'zed. 

'A swing to the ri^ of 2.5 
per cent or fewer than 100 000 
votes among the four million 
electorate is all that is neces- 
sary lo oust the state govern- 
ment. 

This would put in power 
the Christian Donocrats and 
enable them automatically to 
increase their majority in West 
Germany's Bundesrat to two- 
thirds. Tb^ could'then veto 
govenuoent legislation. 

The 45 members of «hc 


Bundesrat are appointed from 
Germany's 10 federated states 
and West Balin. If the Hesse 
government falls the state’s 
four seats will pass, to the 
Christian Democrats giving 
them 30 Bundesrat seats. 

Latest public opinion polls 
show the Christian Democrats 


(CDU) in the lead with bet- 
ween 43 and 46 per cent of , 
Che voces followed by the 
Social Democrats (SPD; with- 
42-43 per cent and the Libe- 
rals fFDP) with around five 
per cent.

Liberals have thrown all their 
(Op national politicians into the

The Liberals are the weak 
partner in the coaUtion. ff diey 
fail to get five per cent of the 
votes on Sunday they will be 
knocked out of parliament alto- 
gettier.
